REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Citizens of the town of Sutton:— We respectfully submit the 
following report of the school work for the year just closed. 

Each Div. has had twenty-four weeks of school, the Centre Div. 
one additional week from the avails of the Katou fuud. and the 
Mountain Div. was prolonged one week through the interest and 
generosity of their teacher, Miss Ida Katon. who received my re- 
muneration for the same save thanks from the div. and the schoo] 
board. making in all. two hundred and two weeks. We pay tuition 
for pupils from Bireh Hill to Waterloo. twenty-seven weeks, giving 
these ¢hildren the advantage of three weeks more of school than 
the several divisions of the town have had, which seems preferable 
than to maintain a school for so few children. We still pay tuition 
for scholars from the West part of the town to New Loudon. 

By removal of scholars from the Gore Div. to auother part of the 
town, we deemed it advisable to shorten the fall term, and convey 
to another school therby saving quite a sum in favor of the town. 

The number of children betweeu five and sixteeu years by the enu- 
meration in April 1896. was seventy-six boys, and sixty girls. or 
one-hundred and thirty-six. There has been about five-hundred 
and fifty visits from citizens and friends 

Through the geuerous contributions of parents, citizens, scholars 
and school re-tinion. we were able to place the. American Hiag over 
every school-house iu town, (excepting the Center Div. which was 
already provided with one.) of such size and dimensious as each 
divisiuu may well be proud of ; The amounts contributed leaving 
for the North. a surplus yet unexpended. The South pupils 
were pleased to purchase with their surplus a calender clock for the 
schovol-room. 

The Old South purchased a large and valuable map of the U. S. 
As the Center Div. had the enjoyment of a flag previons to this year, 
they gave their contribution to the Poplar Div. to assist them in pay- 
ment forthe same. This year we inaugerated a re-union of schools. 

All of the Divisions responded to our request. each school repre- 
senting some of their term work. 


Pe s=, 
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The exercises were held in Memorial Hall and a small admission 
was asked from the citizens: the proceeds of which was used to liq- 
uidate indebtedness upon the flags, for our small divisions. 

We feel that we owe a debt of gratitude to all, but especially to 
teachers and pupils for their efforts in obtaining contributious for 
the flags, and the deep interest manitested in the first re-uvion. 

We would add that we feel that good must result from the 
bringing together all the pupils, that they may become acquainted 
and each school learn what other schools are doing. and be inspir- 
ed and benefited thereby. We should make strenuous efforts 
to induce our young people to meet socially that they may become 
a band of friends, and as they enter upon the active duties of life 
whether at home or in some tar distant state they may be inutually 
benefited. We have endeavored to learn from our larger towus 
aud schools, what we could of their methods of Instruction, that 
would be of service in our schools and have introduced them, as far 
us seemed practicable, and some of our teachers have taken such 
interest in their work that they have speut a good deal of time dur- 
ing their vacation, in visiting larger schools to obtain what infor- 
mation and profit they could of improved methods and we have seen 
that our schools have thereby profited. Your school board have 
awarded diplomas for studious work, ood moral character and for 
completing a course of study which we have receutly adopted, and 
we belicve good results are obtained by this innovation of bestowing 
diploinas as a stimulus to our pupils, to take and complete a rezular 
course of study. 

Death has entered our ranks the past vear and taken from us, the 
obedient and studious lad, Johnnie Smart, of Burpee Division. 

We are pleased io note that you will no longer see the unsightly 
shed attached to your good school-house at the Center. but iu its 
place. through your generous appropriation. we have been able to 
construct a commodious and cotuvenient building. well suited to 
its purpose. 

We have endeavored t expend the money which you have appro- 
priated for schools in a judicious manner. to produce the best pos- 
sible results. We feel rewarded tor our efforts by the endorsement 
you have viven us, and the evident interest you have manifested 
by a larger uumber of recorded visitors te our schools, than has 
been reported any previous year. 
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Miss Gertrude Davis. a former teacher of the Old South Div. 
presented that school with a very nice book case, which is very use- 
ful as well as exceedingly ornamental. to be used for a school 
library. Several books have been contributed. It is hoped more 
volumes will be added from year to vear :—-would recommend other 
schools to establish libraries for the benefit of the scholars.
